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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17, 19-24, 26-28 and 33-38 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art, Vogt et al., teach herbicidal formulations comprising the nonionic surfactant of 
formula (I). The present invention differs in that the herbicide is a triazolinone and 
formula (I) specifically utilizes a branched tridecyl. Applicants have demonstrated in the 
declaration filed 8/31/2009, that when a branched tridecyl of formula (I) is utilized in 
combination with triazolinones, the uptake is improved significantly. Vogt et al. fails to 
teach herbicides which are triazolinones or specify that a branched tridecyl of formula (I) 
is preferred over a linear tridecyl of formula (I). The present invention requires the 
combination of a branched tridecyl and triazolinones. Furthermore, applicants have 
demonstrated increased uptake when a branched tridecy, of formula (I) is combined 
with a triazolinone.
